Tho 
heavior ‘Dotic architecture, while in every way 
anitable for the lower floor, hag -ta give way to a 
Lightar’ style higher up, sud the. Doric of the 
ground floor is succeeded on tho Brat floor by the 
Corinthian, and this, on the muosieding fove; ‘has 
to give way to a still ighter form, the Composite. 


doors leading to walt fitted up lavatories for tha 
European clerks. Bayond thisis the Stationery 
Room, and betweva thiy and_the Strong Room 
above referred to is the Heal Compradoro’s 
Room. Thoro is also a back staironso leading 
from the basomont to the top floor on this sida, 
a main stairoaga to the basomant, and a lift, which 
communicates from the kitehon in tho basement 
to the top of the house. ‘ 

The basement floor rans the whole way from 
the Praya to Quesn’s-road, aud is fitted up en- 
tirely for thd uso of the Chinoss omployds of 
the Bank, with the sreaption of a kitohen for 

_praparation_of the food of tha Enropasa 
residents of the house, Thiy kitchen iv fitted 
up with a large Baglish kitchen range. The 
rest of the floor, with the exception of the strong 
rooms above reforred to, is fitted up in a 
thoroughly Chinoye atyle, to’ meat the Colastial 
tastes of those who will reside there. There are 
tha sorsens of wonderfal caryyd and gilded wood 
work so dear to the Chixose heart, the small rooms 
with half open work partitions, a Chinoso cook- 
hose with all its inexponsive and primitive 
applianoes, and all is Chinase but the floor, which 
is laid down in porcelain tiles. Ths envonry and 
other odonts which will ba generated in thesa 
depths will uot aseend to the upper part of the 
building by: reason ‘of. the thick concrete and 
iron archos and coiling which complately sapsrate 
it from the highor realms, and which, as wa have 
said, will protect tho latter from any danger in 
casas fireshould broakoat inthe Chinese quarters. 
There are several outraaces to this foor from 
the Praya ond and tho sido, os woll as by the 
Btaircases. :

Thore 
are wide contral and sido corridors, well lighted
